Sabin Clinics 
To Be Set Up 
By Health Unit 

The Foothills Health Unit will 
again be offering this vaccine to 
all persons who have completed a 
course of inocculations with the 
Salk Vaccine, not less than one 
month previously. Such a course 
consists of three Injections of the 
Salk Polio Vaccine, either alone 
or in combination with other vac¬ 
cines. In the case of infants, who 
normally receive QUAD (Polio- 
diphtheria-whooping cough and 
tetanus) the qualifying course con¬ 
sists of four Injections. 

Persons who have already re¬ 
ceived two doses of the Oral 
(Sabin) vaccine will not be eligible 
for reinforcing doses at this time. 

Two doses of vaccine will there¬ 
fore be given to those persons who 
are eligible and have not pre¬ 
viously received any Sabin vaccine, 
and one dose will be available-for 
those persons who have only so 
far received one dose of the 
vaccine.
